In 1^04, a fter the disa sters which 
bad befa llen the Russia n wa rships In 
their conflicts with the J a pa nese, Ro 
jest vensky wa s given persona l com ­ 
ma nd of the Russia n Ba ltic fleet, with 
orders to lake- it Vla divostok.

Is announced of Vice Adviral Rojest­ 
vensky, who was in command of the 
Russian fleet In May, 1905, when it 
was practically annihilated by the 
Japanese in the battle of the sea of 
Japan. 
The death of Vice Admiral 
Rojestvensky was due to neuralgia < 
the heart. 
Slnovi Petrovitch Rojestvensky, who 
was about sixty years old, had been 
In the 
Russian 
naval 
service the 
greater part of his life. 
Graduating 
from the Michael artillery academy, 
Rojestvensky rose step by step until 
be becam e chief of the naval head­ 
quarters staff and the head of the in­ 
telligence departm ent of the Russian 
Davy. 
In 1904, after the disasters which 
bad befallen the Russian warships in 
their conflicts with the Japanese, Ro­ 
jestvensky was given personal com­ 
mand of the Russian Baltic fleet, with 
orders to take it Vladivostok. 
The fleet sailed from Llbau Oct. 
16, 1904. 
Owing to persistent rumors 
that the Japanese would attack it en 
route, a careful outlook was kept by 
the Russians and when the fleet was 
off the Dogger banks in the North sea 
It came upon the North sea British 
Fishing fleet. 
The lights of the trawl­ 
ers caused alarm on sonic ot the Rus­ 
sian vessels and they fired upon the 
fishermen. 
The steam trawler (’lane 
was sunk and two others of the fish­ 
ing fleet were injured, while two men 
of the trawlers were killed and a num­ 
ber 
were 
seriously wounded. 
This 
Action 
Resulted in Strained Relations 
between Great Britain and Russia and 
Although an international commission 
at Paris technically excused Rojest- 
vensky, though condemning the firing J 
upon the traw lers, the Russian gov 
em inent 
was 
assessed 
$320,000 
as 
Jamages. 
Rojestvensky then sailed around the 
Cape of Good Hope and was m et off 
M adagascar 
by 
the 
other 
vessels 
which 
had 
proceeded through 
the 
M editerranean and the Red sea. 
The Japanese during Rojestvensky’s 
voyage had captured P ort A rthur and 
lunk or captured most of the Russian 
warships th at had been bottled up 
there, and this caused a change in 
the plans of Rojestvensky to take his 
Beet northward to Vladivostok. 
Ad­ 
vancing into the China sea, Rojest­ 
vensky was joined by Admiral Nebo 
gatoff’s division and the combined 
fleet started through the strait of 
Korea on the way to Vladivostok. 
Between Korea and Japan, in tim 
straits of Tsushim a on May 27, the 
Russians 
ran 
into 
Vice 
Admiral 
Togo’s naval am buscade and in the 
conflict the Russian fleet was prac­ 
tically destroyed. 
The battleship Kniaz Souvaroff, Ro- 
Jest.vensky’s flagship, was blown up 
In the battle and the vice admiral 
sustained several severe wounds. He 
then was conveyed to the destroyer 
Biedovy, which surrendered to a Ja ­ 
panese battleship. 
Rojestvensky and 
the officers were taken ashore and 
the adm iral was placed In a hospital. 
He was held prisoner until the war 
snded.

Where Vessels Capsize Frequently. 
T he capsizing of a vessel tied up to 
R pier is common enough In the bay 
of F und y anil Its trib u tary streams. 
The usual rise nnd fall of the tide 
Along th a t bay are from forty to fifty 
feet, and high tides som etim es exceed 
sixty feet. W ith tile fall of the tide all 
craft are left high, but by no means 
dry, w ith an area of chocolate colored 
mud all about them.

shifting to hold a vessel in safety, so 
each pier is provided w ith one or more 
strong wood fram es called shoes, fixed 
at the bottom of the stream or bay. 
Upon these shoes all vessels rest at 
low tide. 
It frequently happens, how­ 
ever, th a t a vessel does not get her 
shoe snugly on, so to speak, and if a 
strong wind comes whe.n she Is thus 
111 balanced over she goes into the 
mud, to be buried forty-five feet under 
the n ex t rising tide.
